Letter to M.B.P. 


Dear M.B.P.: 


This to be sure is a bigger operation 
than the Marianas. It is the front door 
to the final objectives, China, and the 
Japanese mainland. Thus far, it has 
been hard going, especially for our 
capable infantrymen, and supporting 
tanks and heavy guns. Many of the 
men have had little rest, as they are 
suffering the effects of those glorious 
victories recently won elsewhere in this 
great Pacific waste. The Jap navy, and 
air power, are no longer a threat, but 
believe me they are dug in well on 
these outer defense islands. They have 
these people in a pathetic state of 
mind. Only a small percentage have 
chosen the opportunities afforded them 
by our military government. 

Many kill themselves and families in 
the belief that they will be treated 
cruelly, or even killed. Such was the 
case in many of the smaller islands and 
there are many thousands of natives 
yet behind the Nip lines. They have 
been given the opportunity to come 
through. Once in safe territory and un- 
der Army care, they are treated by the 
medics, and fed, clothed, and other- 
wise treated well. Naturally, they are 
amazed, and as a result aren't too hard 
to handle. The natives here are en- 
gaged in cultivating rice, wheat and 
barley. I’ve seen numerous small gar- 
den vegetables grown.
